Applicant agreed to amend claims 1 
and 7 to clarify the claimed subject matter. Applicant agreed to cancel claims 15 and 17 
which were duplicative of claim 1 and to amend claim 16 for clarity and to depend from 
claim 1. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , lines 4 - 5, "and defining the at least one cavity with the support 
electrode and the support walls," was deleted; 

line 9, -- and selected ~ was inserted before "to". 
In claim 7, line 8, -- and selected -- was inserted before "to". 
Claim 16 was amended as follows: 

16. A capacitive ultrasonic transducer as in claim [15] 1 wherein said at least 
one isolation post or area comprises a plurality of isolation posts or areas [with any 
combination of one or more posts] at any selected location with height, size and shape 
which prevents shorting between the electrodes during operation of the transducer and 
minimizes accumulation of charges.
